History:  This  corner  was  perpetuated  in  August  of  1883  by  the  Monroe  County  Surveyor,  George  Rader  (Monroe  County  Survey  Book 
2,  page  388,  index  letter  A).  The  rebar  was  witnessed  by  the  Monroe  County  Surveyor's  Office  on  September  8,  1997,  and  was  later 
accepted  by  the  Monroe  County  Surveyor  Review  Board.  In  2003,  C.D.  Graham  found  and  accepted  a  monument  at  this  corner  per  the 
Victor  Settle  Minor  Subdivision  recorded  in  Plat  Cabinet  C,  envelope  326.  The  monument  was  also  accepted  by  Ben  Bledsoe  in  2005
